executive offices. 
"Looks Good" 


When he finished his tour he 
took off his glasses and wiped 
them and a smile flashed across 
his face. 


"It looks good," he said. "It 
looks very good." 


The man Is Charles W. Deeg 
and he is manager of the Area 
Development Department of the 
Philadelphia Electric Co. 


As such he was responsible for 
bringing a new firm 
into 
the 
Ford assembly plant in Chester 
last year and saving the jobs of 
the 1,500 employed there. 


He has encouraged one industry 
after another to move into avail­ 
able sites. His mission at Kaiser 


yesterday was the same one — 
to find a firm that will move in 
when Kaiser moves out and closes 
down its Bristol operations within 
the next month or so. 
Deeg was optimistic when he 
finished his inspection.

CLARK U S. AFB. Philippines 
(UPI)—An armada of planes and 
ships searched the vast darkness 
of the Western Pacific tonight for 
a chartered airliner that disap­ 
peared and probably crashed with 
107 persons aboard, including 93 
American soldiers en route to em­ 
battled Vietnam. 


Every available plane in the 
area bk ween Guam and Manila 
was ordered into the search for 
the Flying Tiger Line Super- 
Constellation 
which 
vanished 
last night about an hour and 
a half after taking off from 
Guam. 
But searchers reported no trace 
of wreckage or life rafts that 
might indicate survivors. 
There was little hope for the 
93 U.S. Army men, 3 Vietnamese 
soldiers and ll crewmen, because 
a full 24 hours had passed since 
the plane disappeared after a 
final position report from the 
pilot, Capt. Gregory Thomas, of 
Red Bank, N.J., a colorful and 
heroic flier. 
Third Major Disaster 


lf the plane is lost it will be 
the third major air disaster this 
month. An American Airlines Boe­ 
ing 707 jet crashed in New York 
March I with a loss of 95 lives 
and a chartered Caledonian Air­ 
lines DC7 crashed in a swampy 
jungle near Douala in the Cam- 
eroun Republic of West Africa on 
March 4, killing 111 persons. 


The missing Flying Tiger plane 
started its flight at Travis Air 
Force Base near San Francisco. 
It stopped at Honolulu, Wake Is­ 
land and Guam. It took off from 
Guam for Clark AFB Thursday 
at IO 56 p.m. (7:56 a.m. EST 
Thursday). Capt. Thomas made 
a radio report an hour and 26 
minutes later saying his position 
was about 300 miles west of 
Guam and 1,200 miles east of the 
Philippines.

Supreme Soviet. 


Russia’s previous space feats 
included putting the first man in 
orbit. Maj. Yuri Gagarin made 
that flight on April 12, 1961. Maj. 
Gherman S. Titov circled the 
earth 17 times on Aug. 17, 1961 


American astronaut John F. 
Glenn made las three-orbital flight 
last February 20. 


Khrushchev gave no hint of the 
mission of the new Soviet space 
vehicle or whether it might be 
used to launch a deeper probe 
further into space.

In a subsequent interview with 
a Courier-Times correspondent, 
Michener stated that Bucks Coun­ 
ty was "not getting the Federal 
help in financing new industries 
and development for which we 
pay and for which we are en­ 
titled to.” He pointed to New Jer 
sey, which he said was getting its 
share. 
Senator Clark forcefully support­ 
ed Federal Aid to Education, stat 
tog that a good education is nee 
essary in order to be gainfully 
employed and to be able to make 
it possible for this country to 
make IU proper contibution to 
Western Civilisation. He said we 
would be obligated to provide the 
finest education possible even 
we did not have to compete with 
the Communists. He pointed out 
that federal aid to education 
would be desirable from a local 
aa well as a national viewpoint 
On the local level, he defended 
the federal aid program on finan­ 
cial and economic grounds. On 
the national front he pointed out 
that The United States cannot af­ 
ford to have people with a second 
or third class education. 
Michener, b a c k e d President 
Kennedy’s program and named 
education, medical care for the 
aged, transportation, automation, 
and disarmament, aa the chief 
problems to which he would di­ 
rect attention if he were elected. 
He deplored the shortage of doc­ 
tors in this country saying that 
we have been forced to import 
doctors from Europe. He praised 
the medical society for producing 
a far seeing program of insurance 
dr the aged, and pledged to fight 
for a national program. 
Michener also cited the need 
for more mass transportation for 
the suburban commuting popula­ 
tion of Bucks and Lehigh Counties. 
Civil Righto 
On Civil Bights, Michener stat­ 
ed that although he thought the 
Administration had made much 
progress there was still much to 
to done. Michener promised to 
put pressure on the administra 
tion whenever possible to move 
faster on the civil rights program 
Michener stressed tost his qual 
^cations for representing his dis­ 
trict in Congress includes expert 
once as a business administrator, 
teacher of American government, 
history, and economics, and first 
hand knowledge of international 
affairs Acquired through serving 
in 50 nations.
